knees. Al other rimes we had to 
crawl along fallen trees, o' which 
there were hundreds, 

Then the rivers form poor ways 
for travel. Some of thcrawc waded 
for long distances at a time. There 
was nothing cIbc for il, only to keep 
to the water, which often took us 
iA/aist deep, and always the flow was 
cry »rorl^. The writer wns^himself 



natives as they rushed into the bus! 
Qit hearing our approach. We were 
much auiDscd on.entering one bouse 
to hear the master in his efforts lo 
console his wife and children assure 
them that we were human beings. 

On rcaehing two houBca which 
were oeenpied by thirteen people we 
were hornited to find lhat ten of 
tbcQ] were masses of sores and cor- 
ruption. To these we administered 
medicine. 

Few of the natives of the district 
viaited wear any "crolhinp. Carrying 
their wood knives, or spears, in 
their hands, with their long niffJed 
hair baogTo^ over their shoulders, 
and bem^ naked, they present a very 
wild appearance. Jn one part they 
slUl retain the repuniJon of likinf^ 
homin nesh. 

The tcmbly monatainous nature 
of tbe eoaotry created tnany difii- 
enliies and dangers. Quite often we 
had lo cUnib on our hands and 



swept off hi3 feet and carried for 
some distance simply like a piece of 
cork. But for our guides, who .were 
natives, and well used to these 
mountain streams, the undertaking 
could not have been ctccontplishcd. 
Added lo these obstacles were tor- 
rential rains which we enconnlered 
almost every day. 

Still, we bad the Joy of carrying 
the news of Christ's Salvation to 
many poor* dark souls wUo had 
never pre^ lously heard of it. In one 
village visited the people ihad never 
even he,ird of God Almighty. In 
othcra they bad heard o£ God, hut 



not of His Son. Jesus. The fears q[ 
the natives ma^dc it difficult to get 
into contact with ihem; but the 
Hiilc soaps and salt which we gave 
them, coffihiued with a eeriain, 
amount of tact, gpencd many doors; ' 
and soon we were explaining our 
plenires and queitioning men and 
woiiiai with a view lo ascertaining 
what they already knew about God 
and Jesus Christ. Wc were able to 
conduct five meetings. 

Never, T am sure, can the old 
»lory have been listened to more in- 
tently than by these natives. Not 
onty 30, but quite a number of ques- 
tions were put by them lo the 
speaker, such as "Whc; is Jesus?'* 
"What IB sin?" "How em; we pray?". 
"May, we follow Jesu.-::" And how 
happy they were when wc assured, 
thetn-that they coutd. :iiid that ft' 
was only for lh« pucpn <f eiicouc^' 
sgin^ them to follow ■■ l^ that we 
were in iheir niidsi \j a single 
person offered to inmi i >re e¥«ry 
name was taken and l • ^ lia<l been 
enrolled as followers oi r' lis.

The eaplDLEi eonscnted. and this i^ 
the ftory he told: 

It waA during the war period that 
the ^ehooner "tiypsiim Rmpress," of 
723 tons rcffiitcr, cleared from Pen- 
sacoJa, l-'lorida, with a earfco of 
pitcli pine and resjn. She was bound 
for Genoa, in Italy. 

Fairly good progress wa3 made 
down the Gtili of Mexico and 
through the Plorida Channel into 
the Atlantic. The course vi-as then 
jct northward till the Bermudas 
were sichled, after which the vessel 
WIS headed in the direction of the 
.Western Islca. which is the sailors' 
name for the Azores. The crew con- 
aistcd of five forcigrn sailors, a ne^ro 
cookr and a Norwegian mate by the 
name of Olson- 

Crashed Into Obstacle. 

A day or two after passing the 
Hertnudas very baS iieather was en- 
conrtcrcd, and one night, when the 
waves were running mountamB 
high, the schooner crashed heavily 
into some obstacle, probably the 
floating wreckage of some vessel, ft 
soon dawned upon the captain that 
the ship was badly damaged, for the 
depth of wattr hi the hold kept In- 
creasing at a rapid rate. Upon In- 
,ve*tigation it tt-as discovercci that a 
big hole had becti Bleve in her how. 
just bentath the water line. The 
captain ordered the pumps manned 
at oncci and sent two men forward 
to try and plug th« leak by means of 
canvas and timber. In apUe of ever>- 
cffort> howevefi the ahip sank lower 
and lower. Fully realUjng their dcs- 
f crate plight, all har^ds tolled strcn* 



iiously for four day,? and night.i to 

try and keep the vessel in a sea- 
worthy condition. All- their effons 
proved unavailing, however, and at 
last they had lo confess themselves 
completely beaten. The "Gypsum 
Empress/' by this time, was nothing 
but a water-logged hulk, at the 
mercy of .the waves, and only the 
nature of her cargo prevented her 
from going tinder .iltogether. 
At length the Captain reliietanily 
' came (o the conclusion that there 
was nothing else to do but to take 
,to the boat and try lo make (he 
"nearest land. Preparations were ac- 
cordingly made for a long trip,

plenty of waier bud provisions be[ng 
put aboard the boat and all clothes 
and personal effects stowed away on 
her, A piece of canvas was lashed 
over the how of the buat to prevent 
the heavy seas from swampmg it^ 
and to this litllc precaution those 
who survived the ensuitig ordeal 
owed their lives. 

The Captain hnd determined to 
set fire to the schooner before leav- 
ing her so that she would not prove 
a danger to other vessels, but a sud- 
den happening upset his plan. A 
tremendous wAvc came crashing 
do^i'n on the deck, and the cry arose 
that she was clean gone this time. 
There was a rush for the boat, the 
captain, who was the last to leave 
the schooner, stepping aboard Just 
as the lee rail of the old craft was 
touching the water. She had rolled 
clean over on her side. Still-she did 
not sink, and from some distance off 
the men In the boat watched her 
being pounded b^ the waves, planks 
and casks of r«sm breaking away 
from her at intervals, and some of 
them coming dangcrouMy near their 
frail refuge. 

A D&flg«rous DereUct 
The men wpre Strongly, of the 
opinion that sail should be set at 
once for the nearest, land, but the 
captain did not like the Idea .of 
leavfng a dsngerntis derelict. io the 
path of navigation. So he announced 
his intentioa of staying on tiiespot ' 



till a good ehanec offered to ^et 
aboard the- schooner again and fire 
her. He pointed out that the' glare 
might attract some jl^ssel --to- the 
-spot, in which casC'/.-they - would 
speedily be picked up. 

Set Out For Land. 

The rnen £rumbling'ly -acquiesced 
to this, and for two days ttieykept 
in siRlit of the wreck, but thecon- 
linued stormy weather made it im- 
possiliic to approach it without- 
great danger of being capsized or 
smashed to pieces. On the third day, 
therefore, the captain, fearing' to 
waste more time and' imperil their 
chances of reaching' land.^ ^ordered 
sail lo be Jioisted. and set his eourse - 
for the Island of FIorcB, in - the 
Azores, whicU he judged to be less 
than a tliou?iand miles away. The 
Bcrmndas were' really the nearest 
land, but the preiaiting winds did 
not blow in that direction, and the 
captain reckoned that lie had a bet' 
tcr clianee of ntaking the Azores, 
The Diaiimiast liail to- be used ■ as 
a sea anchor to kcc[i rhe bnat head 
on to the wavcg, so they had to man- 
.ige with ilie smaller saiis. A lung 
and tryiELg journey lay before them 
they well knew, but they conso!e.d . 
themselves with the. fact that they 
were well clothed and provisioned) 
and that they ought to make land in 
a fairly reasonable-, lime. Besides,,, 
there was the poasibiltcy that they 
would he picked up/ by a passing 
vessel. So they^took th^ir, misfor- 
tunes cheerfully, as.moti sail^rado,, 
and prepared to toakc the best of a 
bad job. 

But this was only the beginning < 
of their trouhles. That day the wind 
increased In violence and the waves 
^rcw higher and more threatening. 
I'he 'crowning catastrophe occurred 
;aie in llie aftt^niuon, when a giant 
comber struck the boat sideways and 
completely eapliied it. The capUin,, 
the mace, -and .two Milord were 
thrown several feet away, the 
others being caught under the boat 
:ind drowned,' All four suraivors 
managed Co struggle back lo the up- 
iirncd boat, minud most of llieir 
tlothing, wtiich they had cast off^ln 
their struggle with the waves. They 
clung desperately to the keel, -the 
angry waters threatening to wash - 
them off again every minute. 

Got Ker Righted- 

"We must try and get her righted, 
Jads," shouted the captain. "It's our 
only chance," 

All getting an one side, they 
watched their oppoftti-nity, and, 
when a wave lilted the boat, they 
all hore down together, and succeed- 
ed in getting her right side up. But . 
she was filled wttfi water, of course, ' 
and the only. thing that prevented . 
her fot4ndertng was twc watertight 
tockers. _

could stand it. All the prorujoas 
■were given into liis care, and be 
undertook to dole them out m equal 
'portions when the time catnc Foe 
two days not one of them tasted, a 
morsel of food, though cieh had a 
fiiqall daily allowance of water Tbe 
tilt of milk was then opened and the 
famished (nen sliarcu iis contenh,
